LONGDELAfED
SOLDIERS' MAIL

I CAUSES PROBE
House Directs Investigation
Following Protest from
Representative Madden.
"Deplorable condition" in the

handling of mail sent American sol¬
diers abroad are to be investigated
under a resolution introduced lester-
day by Representative Madden, of
Illinois, and immediately agreed to.
The first step urdcr this action will

be a report from the Postmaster
General, informing Congress of
conditions and the reasons for them.

To \l«lt France.
Madden announced also that he will

leave in May for a trip of inspection
along the western front, paying par¬
ticular attention to mail and trans¬
portation conditions. He denied vig¬
orously any political angles to his
vimt. He is one of the Republican
floor leaders.
Complaints have reached Madden

of private mail to soldiers being de¬
layed as much as seven weeks. Un¬
like most Congressional critics, he
believes the army officers rather than
the postoffice department is respon¬
sible. .

"Many young officers," he said,
"seem to have no conception of the
importance of private mail. They fail
to notify the central forwarding of¬
fices of the various movements of
the units of troops.
"Mail breaks no records in getting

to France; but that condition Is in
part at least unavoidable. Distribu¬
tion after it gets there, according
to the information I have now, can
be greatly improved."

Rurlenoa Statement.
The Pofetoffice Department last

night issued an appeal to soldiers'
relatives not to burden the mails
sent to the expeditionary force# with
nedless articles. Otherwise, it is stat¬
ed, it may be necessary to curtail the
parcel post privilege to soldiers.
A single transport going to France

this month carried 81-4 tons of let¬
ters, and more than 113 tons of par¬
cels and papers, filling a space 100
feet long. 10 feet Mgh and 12 feed
wide. The letters alone, it was stat¬
ed, filled one of the small mail cars
used on the French railroads.
Inspectors at' New York and Chi¬

cago. searching for explosives and
inflammables in one lot of mail for
the soldiers abroad found: One thou¬
sand. six hundred and forty-two boxes
of matches: 361 cans of solidified al¬
cohol; 224 cigar lighters, 1,248 cakes;
3.S18 packages of candies; 1.331 bars
of chocolate, a bouquet of flowers, a
baby outfit, and a bottle of whisky.

CHILDREN ASK
NATION'S HYMN
BE LEGALIZED

Loyalty League Members
Want "Star Spangled Ban¬

ner" Made Official.
Fresh steps to make "The Star Span-

sled Banner'' by law the national
hymn of America were taken In the
Senate yesterday when Senator Borah,
of Idaho, presented a petition of the
Children of America Loyalty League
containing thia revest.
This petition which, at the augges-

tion of Senator Borah, was referred
to the Committee on Library, bears
approximately 12,000 names of children

Xho are enrolled in this patriotic as-
ciation. It is signed by Mrs. Nat S.

Brown and Mrs. Charles D. Potts, na¬
tional president and secretary of the
association respectively.
Addressing the Senate and House of

Representatives, the children of the
loyalty league have subscribed them¬
selves to the petition, quoted in part
as follows:
"I hereby pledge loyalty to our

flag, loyalty to our country, loyalty
to the President of the United States
as Commander-in-Chief, support to
the Red Cross of America and the
military and naval branches of the
Federation government, and come and
ask that you grant our wish and pe¬
tition that "The Star Spangled Ban¬
ner," written by Francis 8cott Key,
may be made the national hymn of
our country."
Attention is called in the petition

that this hymn forms the trinity that
represents America.flag, children and
soldiers.
"Our soldier and sailor boys." the

petition declares, "are going over
with the Star Spangled Banner un¬
furled to the world. Won't you let
them carry with them "The Star Span¬
gled Banner'' as the authorized hymn
of their dear United States?"
"The Star Spangled Banner" is uni¬

versally accepted as this country's
national hymn, but this bill would
cause it to enjoy a legal standing
as such, something it has hitherto
lacked.

Publishing House Of the Methodist
Episcopal Church of Foreign Missions
hopes to be able to put one book a
month of good, clean popular liter*-
ture into the hands of the Chinese peo-
pie, to awaken their interest in social,
religious and national affairs.
"The Chinese government has set on

foot an interesting movement to sim¬
plify the writing of Chinese charac¬
ters. This will mean much to the ten
thousand newspapers in the country,
for the aim is so to reduce the time re¬
quired to learn to read and write that
a boy who now mutt study until he
is 14 before he can read the n^ws-
paper 'may learn the same thing by
the time he is 8 years old. In other
words, the government seeks to cut
nearly in half the time required to
learn to read and write. Think what
that will mean to a nation of more
than 300,000,000 If the time ever comes
when compulsory education is en-
forced!
"But that millennium Is far distant,

and meanwhile the missionary Is the
great educative force In China today.
"Already we have 32,000 students In

our primary schools. In five years
we will have 100,000. The Chinese
want us to build these schools in
all their villages. They offer to sup¬
ply the land and half the cost. In
one conference alone we have sev¬
enty-three unfilled applications for
primary schools.
"Our churches, together with our

sehools, are minature republics spread
throughout the country, by which
the people learn their first lessons
in self-government. They are the out¬
posts of democracy. For instance, the
only form of trial by Jury known
in China today is found in the dis¬
cipline in the Methodist Church used
when a member is tried by his peers.
"English is the language of edu¬

cated China today, and perhaps may
be that of all China some day. if
we are able to supply the primary
and second-grade schools which the
natives are demanding; these schools
must be industrial and closely re¬
lated to the occupational life of the
people. The school houses must be
well lighted, well ventilated, sani¬
tary. but simple in construction.
Each school will not cost the mis¬
sion over S2fi0 to build.'and with Its
native teachers not more than $50
yearly for upkeep. It seems a small
investment for one of the direct steps
in making the world safe for de¬
mocracy.**
